To  the  Members  and  Friends  of  the  Association: 

Fifty-four  years  ago  the  Honolulu  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion was  organized  by  a  group  of  young  men  who  desired  self-improve- 
ment ar  !  service  to  their  fellow-men.  As  the  years  have  gone  by,  the 
needs  for  the  service  of  the  Association  have  increased  and  at  the  same 
time  the  support  of  the  community  has  grown,  making  possible  the 
broad  scope  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

The  poor  street  boy,  the  employed  boy,  the  university  student,  the 
young  clerk,  the  young  business  man,  and  the  older  business  and  pro- 
fessional man,  all  come  within  the  range  of  the  Association's  service. 
These  boys  and  young  men  come  not  only  from  the  American  commu- 
nity, but  from  Chinese,  Japanese,  Korean  and  other  racial  groups  in  our 
city.  This  large  variety  of  work  is  made  possible  because  of  the  fun- 
damental principle  that  this  is  not  work  for  men  and  boys  by  employed 
secretaries,  but  a  work  done  by  men  and  boys  with  other  men  and  boys. 

I  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  the  following  outstanding  items  of 
interest : 

The  increased  use  of  the  Central  Building  bv  the  white  young  men 
and  boys  of  the  city; 

The  increased  service  of  the  educational  and  physical  departments 
of  the  Central  Building; 

The  membership  of  the  Central  Building  had  a  net  gain  during  the 
year  of  five  per  cent,  while  the  mainland  Associations  have  lost  five  per 
cent; 

The  completion  of  the  Nuuanu  Department  gymnasium  and  audi- 
torium and  the  beginning  of  organized  physical  work; 

The  securing  of  a  Chinese  secretary  from  China,  making  possible 
new  leadership  in  the  Chinese  community; 

The  strengthening  of  English-speaking  Japanese  work  through  the 
securing  of  an  able  secretary; 

The  University  of  Hawaii  Student  Association  is  completing  its 
first  full  year  of  work  and  its  permanent  establishment  in  the  life  of  the 
University ; 

The  large  growth  of  the  boys'  work  through  Hi-Y  Clubs,  commu- 
nity boys'  clubs  and  boys'  work  in  the  two  buildings.

CENTRAL  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  a  center  from  which  have  radiated  many  lines 
of  positive  influence.  While  the  building  is  the  center, 
the  "Y"  is  really  community-wide  in  its  outreach. 

The  Thrift  Campaign  is  one  example  of  a  city-wide 
work. 

The  Hi-Y  Clubs  have  used  the  building  without  cost 
to  their  membership.  The  Community  Boys'  Clubs  have 
met  here  regularly,  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

A  great  variety  of  civic  and  other  organizations  have 
held  140  difJerent  meetings  during  1922. 

Passing  through  the  building  for  many  purposes  have 
been  more  than  1,000  men  and  boys  each  week  day, 
which  makes  at  least  325,000  for  the  year  1922. 

This  is  a  POWER-HOUSE  Where  Christian  Motives  Are  Generated  to  Useful  Service. 

Religious  training  has  been  provided  for  all  the  organized  clubs,  while  47  other  class  sessions  were  held  with  a 
total  of  1,600  attending.    Religious  meetings  were  conducted  with  3,419  attending. 

Committee  Service,  for  a  variety  of  helpfulness,  by  men  and  bo3's,  e.g..  Boys'  Clubs,  Educational,  Religious  and 
Social  opportunities,  enlisted  175  different  men  and  boys. 

This  is  a  SCHOOL-HOUSE  Where  Men  and  Boys  May  Continue  Their  Education  or  Fit  Them- 
selves FOR  Vocational  Efficiency. 

429  different  men  and  boys  attended  a  total  of  16,135  hours  of  classwork.  Classes  were  conducted  in  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  Advertising,  Arithmetic,  Drafting,  Public  Speaking,  Typewriting,  Spanish,  Geometry,  Spell- 
ing, Bookkeeping,  English,  Electricity,  Salesmanship,  Japanese,  Algebra,  Radio,  Own  Your  Own  Home,  Bus- 
iness Letters  and  Reports. 

A  Day  Commercial  School  and  a  Boys'  Vacation  School  also  provided  all  around  educational  develop- 
ment for  men  and  boys. 


This  is  a  HOME  for  Young  Men  Away  from  Home 

where  32  men  from  13  different  states  and  5  different  nations  have  established  new  friendships  and  found  a 
wholesome  place  to  live.     192  men  passed  through  the  dormitory  during  1922. 

During  the  same  period  366  young  men  had  to  be  refused  accommodations  due  to  lack  of  dormitory  facilities. 

Because  of  this  increasing  demand,  the  House  Committee  has  requested  the  dormitory  occupants  to  limit  their 
residence  to  one  year  and  then  move  on  to  make  room  for  new  comers. 

The  "Koffee  Klub"  was  organized  by  the  dormitory  men  in  October,  1922,  and  has  held  weekly  social  and 
discussion  meetings.   A  noticeable  increase  in  fellowship  and  in  friendly  service  to  the  Association  has  resulted. 

The  Annual  Mothers'  Day  Breakfast  was  one  of  the  most  inspiring  features  of  the  Dormitory  Fellowship 
during  1922.    22  ex-dormitory  men  joined  in  the  occasion. 

The  Annual  Christmas  Breakfast  was  another  happy  occasion  when  the  Association  entertained  the  dormitory 
men  and  24  orphan  boys.    The  dormitory  men  provided  a  Christmas  tree  and  presents  for  the  boy  guests. 

The  366  young  men  who  could  not  be  accommodated  in  our  dormitory  were  directed  to  rooms  listed  at  our 
desk. 


This  is  a  CLUB  Where  Fellowship  and  Helpfulness  is  to  be  Had  by  Every  Comer. 

The  Strangers'  Thanksgiving  Dinner  gathered  59  young  men  together  for  an  evening  of  fine  fellowship  just 
at  the  season  when  loneliness  is  most  oppressive. 

155  college  men  took  possession  of  the  building  on  the  evening  of  November  7,  having  been  organized  through 
the  initiative  of  the  Association. 

Hundreds  of  men  and  boys  enjoyed  the  games,  reading  rooms  and  lobbies  each  day. 

The  "Igotone  Club,"  organized  in  November,  has  set  as  its  objective  to  fraternalize  the  membership. 

Other  Friendly  Services  Were  Rendered:     174  men  and  58  boj'S  were  placed  in  positions  through  our  service. 

A  number  of  young  men  were  advised  to  return  to  their  homes.  Helpful  interviews  with  more  than  1 ,800 
men  and  boys  were  given  by  laymen  and  secretaries. 

This  is  a  HEALTH-BUILDING  AND  RECREATIONAL  PLANT 

where  each  day  250  men  and  boys  use  a  variety  of  means  to  conserve  and  increase  their  mental  and  physical 
efifectiveness. 

In  1922,  in  the  Physical  Department  alone,  the  attendance  equaled  more  than  80,000.  Of  these  22,313  were 
men  attendants  and  6,879  were  boys  in  organized  classes. 

This  physical  program  reached  school  boys,  employed  boys,  young  men,  professional  men,  community  leaders, 
and  makes  for  an  incalculable  volume  of  effective  and  wholesome  living. 

This  is  a  CHRISTIAN  CHARACTER-BUILDING  ENTERPRISE 

where  boyish  impulses  are  directed  to  constructive  ends  by  trained  leaders.  Here  the  gang  instincts  become 
instincts  of  co-operation,  purpose  and  loyalty. 

Natural  groups  follow  a  program  planned  to  develop  the  boy  spiritually,  intellectually,  socially  and  phj'sically. 

There  are  eleven  clubs  organized  under  the  Central  Boys'  Division  (exclusive  of  Hi-Y  and  Community  Boys' 
Clubs),  with  a  membership  of  204  boys.  Eighteen  volunteer  adult  leaders  assisted  at  the  162  meetings  held. 
Conferences,  camps,  personal  guidance,  special  meetings  touch  many  other  boys  not  directly  organized  into 
groups. 

This  is  an  ASSOCIATION  Which,  in  1922,  United  1,287  Men  and  381  Boys. 
Of  the  senior  members,  8  have  been  members  for  25  or  more  years.

The  Inter-racial  Work 


WHY  THE  IDEA  THRIVED 
"It  can't  be  done!" 

"An3'how,  why  another  'Y'  in  Honolulu?" 

So  some  people  talked  five  j'ears  ago.  But  the  idea 
of  an  inter-racial  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  men  and  boys  thrived. 
Why?  First,  because  the  idea  was  in  keeping  with  the 
cosmopolitan  spirit  of  Hawaii,  and,  secondly,  because  the 
present  generation  of  Oriental  youths  are  truly  in  need 
of  a  Christian  interpretation  of  American  principles,  cus- 
toms and  citizenship.  These  brief  facts  and  figures  for 
1922  show  how  this  work  progresses. 


PROGRESS 


Completion  of  the  Gymnasium  and  Auditorium.  The  new  combination  gymnasium  and  auditorium  was  dedi- 
cated April,  1922.  At  the  same  time  well-equipped  locker  and  shower  rooms  were  completed.  These  new 
units  were  made  possible  through  the  gift  of  $25,000.00  from  interested  friends  and  a  popular  campaign  for 
$10,000.00  among  the  Chinese,  Japanese  and  Korean  constituency. 

Membership  Increased  300%.  The  completion  of  these  units  made  possible  greater  service  to  a  larger  num- 
ber of  young  men.  A  campaign  in  March  increased  the  membership  from  400  to  over  1,200.  The  member- 
ship at  the  close  of  1922  stands  as  follows:    Japanese,  644;  Chinese,  361;  Korean,  153  ;  Filipino,  48;  Haole,  20. 


Physical  Department  Opened.  The  physical  work  was  opened  in  September  with  a  full  time  director  in 
charge.    Through  tournaments  and  classes  the  work  has  gradually  been  built  up. 


Educational  W ork  on  Self-Supporting  Basis.  1922  marks  the  beginning  of  a  self-supporting  educational  work. 
266  dil?erent  students  were  enrolled  in  night  school  classes  during  the  year.  135  boys  were  enrolled  in  the  sum- 
mer vacation  school. 


Bible  Study  Classes  Increased.  Following  a  policy  of  enlisting  more  young  men  for  Bible  Study  160  were 
enrolled  in  27  different  classes  as  against  60  in  6  classes  for  1921. 


Extension  of  Group  Work.  27  organized  groups  exclusive  of  physical  and  educational,  with  463  different 
members  were  organized  during  the  year.

The  real  test  of  the  success  of  any  organization  is  whether  or  not  those  receiving  the  benefits  are  willing  to 
participate  in  the  support.    The  above  comparison  shows  a  growing  amount  of  income  from  the  membership. 


Dormitories.  The  addition  of  adequate  dormitory  equipment  would  not  only  place  within  the  influence  of 
the  Association  a  large  number  of  young  men,  but  would  also  aid  materially  in  solving  our  financial  problems. 

Social  Rooms  for  Non-English  Speaking  Men.  The  present  building  is  almost  entirely  used  by  English 
speaking  young  men.  The  men  in  the  Japanese,  Chinese  and  Korean  communities  who  speak  languages  other 
than  English  are  gradually  being  crowded  out  by  the  large  number  of  English-speaking  young  men  who  desire 
to  make  use  of  Association  privileges.  At  the  same  time  these  older  men  need  and  are  anxious  to  make  use  of 
the  Association  building.  It  is  hoped  through  the  securing  of  funds  from  the  Orient  that  these  rooms  can  be 
provided  during  the  coming  year. 

Boys'  Rooms.  Due  to  lack  of  funds,  both  for  equipment  and  secretary,  the  Nuuanu  neparnuent  has  not  been 
able  to  start  a  regularly  organized  boys'  work.  There  is  urgent  need  lor  the  addition  ot  some  rooms  to  take 
care  of  the  young  boys.  There  arc  at  least  1,000  Oriental  boys  who  ciuild  be  reached  b\  the  Niuianu  Depart- 
ment were  adequate  rooms  provided. 

Swimming  Pool.  While  the  need  for  a  swimming  pool  is  not  as  pressing  as  the  above  rooms,  it  is  a  part  of 
the  equipment  which  should  be  kept  in  mind  and  when  condition  w  arrant,  funds  should  be  proN  ided  for  it.  There 
is  a  constant  demand  on  the  part  of  the  young  men  for  such  a  pool. 


NEEDS 


SPECIAL  WORK  FOR  STUDENTS  AND  BOYS 


CHRISTIAN  WORK  AMONG  THE  UNIVERSITY  STUDENTS. 

Almost  overnight  there  has  grown  up  in  our  midst  a  universit)'.  Only  recently  has  its  place  in  the  life  of  the 
Territory  come  to  be  generally  recognized.  Those  who  have  given  thought  to  the  matter  realize  that  the  students 
now  in  school  will  soon  be  leaders  in  every  realm  of  life.  Their  influence  will  especially  af?ect  the  religious  life 
of  thousands  of  boys  who  are  growing  up  in  the  Islands. 

Because  of  this  the  Honolulu  Association  has  encouraged  the  students  in  the  formation  of  a  student  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.  The  organization  was  formed  in  January,  1922,  and  has  already  made  itself  felt 
in  the  life  of  the  university  in  a  very  vital  way.  The  funds  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  are  raised  by  the  stu- 
dents themselves  and  from  parents,  alumni,  and  friends  especially  interested  in  the  University. 

The  activities  consist  of  Bible  Classes,  life  problem  discussion  groups,  employment  service,  deputation  team 
visits  to  neighboring  schools  and  churches,  socials,  Christian  conferences  and  personal  interviews. 

BOYS'  CLUBS 

The  Honolulu  Boys'  Clubs  are  conducted  under  the  general  auspices  of  the  Association  and  aim  to  reach  the 
under-privileged  boys  of  the  city  who  are  not  reached  by  other  agencies.  The  clubs  below  will  serve  to  indicate 
how  well  this  has  been  accomplished.

WHY  THE  HONOLULU  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  RECEIVES  SUPPORT 

FROM  THE  UNITED  WELFARE  CAMPAIGN. 


The  question  is  properly  asked  by  givers  to  the  Honolulu  United  Welfare  Campaign:  Why  should  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  receive  support  from  the  community  in  gift  money  when  the  Association 
charges  something  for  nearly  everything  it  does? 

Here  Are  the  Facts: 

Fact  I — The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  does  make  some  charge  and  does  not  believe  in  "giving"  money  value  privi- 
leges free.  But  it  agrees  with  society  in  general  and  with  those  who  have  given  the  subject  of  best  serving  boys 
and  young  men  the  most  careful  thought,  that  some  of  the  best  and  most  valuable  features  of  the  Association 
cannot  and  ought  not  be  made  fully  self-supporting. 

Fact  2 — When  the  present  Central  Building  was  erected,  the  Board  of  Directors  were  of  the  opinion  that 
twenty  dormitory  rooms  would  be  sufficient  to  care  for  all  the  young  men  needing  Association  dormitory  life. 
Since  the  erection  of  the  building  the  city  has  grown  and  of  necessity  the  work  of  the  Central  Department  has 
expanded.  There  has  been  no  additional  income  provided  for  the  Central  Department  through  dormitories.  In 
1918  the  Nuuanu  Department  building  was  erected  and,  due  to  war  conditions,  no  dormitories  were  provided. 
The  City  Y.  M.  C.  A.  movement  is  largely  based  on  the  idea  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  general 
overhead  expense  shall  be  taken  care  of  by  dormitories  and  endowment  income.  Until  additional  dormitories  are 
provided,  the  amount  from  public  subscription  will  continue  abnormally  large  if  the  work  for  boys  and  young 
men  is  to  continue  on  an  adequate  scale. 

While  Honolulu  ranks  very  high  in  activities  and  receipts  from  members  compared  with  cities  of  similar 
size,  we  rank  very  low  in  income  from  dormitories  and  endowment.  Below  is  a  comparative  study  of  sixteen 
cities  of  similar  size  to  Honolulu :

Fact  J— The  Honolulu  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conducts  as  an  integral  part  of  its  work,  two  night  schools  One 
of  these  is  entire  self-supporting  and  the  other  costs  the  community  $3,447.47,  which  goes  to  take  care  of  the 
expense  of  employed  boys'  classes  and  the  time  of  the  Educational  Secretary  devoted  to  religious  and  social 
activities. 

Fact  ^— The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  fundamentally  a  religious  organization  and  carries 
on  a  large  volume  of  religious  and  social  activities  of  all  kinds— Bible  classes,  leaders  training  classes,  Christian 
conferences,  young  men's  meetings,  personal  interviews  and  lectures.  The  work  can  never  be  financially  self- 
supporting.  The  Association  would  lose  its  Christian  value  as  a  character  building  agency  in  the  community  if 
this  religious  emphasis  were  eliminated. 

Fact  5— The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  a  semi-public  institution  and  the  upkeep  of  its  two  buildings— light,  heat 
care-taking,  insurance,  repairs— amounts  to  a  considerable  sum  annually.  Service  to  the  general  public  is  ren- 
dered without  charge.  This  service  includes  information,  telephone,  free  stationery,  reading  room,  check-room 
and  lavatory  facilities. 

Fact  ^5— Scores  of  organizations,  societies,  clubs  and  committees  are  granted  the  use  of  the  building  without 
charge. 

^u^'i  ^T^°^^  °^  Honolulu  enjoy  Y.  M.  C.  A.  activities  free  of  charge.    Work  is  done 

m  all  the  high  schools  without  cost  to  the  students. 

Fact  S— Young  men  and  boys  out  of  employment  who  come  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  counsel  and  comfort 
cannot  be  dealt  luith  on  the  basis  of  making  it  pay  for  itself.  During  the  course  of  a  year  the  Association  is 
called_  upon  many  times  to  help  anxious  fathers  and  mothers  locate  their  sons  who  have  "left  home  and  come  to 
our  city.    This  service  is  rendered  at  a  considerable  cost  of  time  and  money. 

ENDOWMENT 

The  stronger  and  better  conducted  Associations  of  the  country  are  today  receiving  endowments  from  their 
communities,  thus  assuring  the  growth  and  strengthening  of  their  work.  The  valuable  equipment  and  extensive 
work  of  the  Honolulu  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  should  be  protected  by  an  endowment  fund  of  at  least 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000). 

There  is  no  better  way  to  perpetuate  one's  influence  than  to  make  outright  gifts  or  place  legacies  in  one's 
will  toward  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Honolulu  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  is  used  permanently  to  build  Christian 
manhood  among  the  young  men  and  boys  of  our  city.  Bequests  and  gifts  in  cash,  property,  or  bonds  are  earnestly 
solicited  by  the  directors  for  this  permanent  endowment.
